PETRIFIED FOREST 


Lightning flashed nearby and I 
saw a fine old tree silhouetted in 
a glare of white. There was a putt 
of smoke and it toppled forward 
into the seething river and was 
swept away at my feet, still 
smouldering. The sharp crackling 
of wood! Another towering giant 
beyond, 
already weakened by 
beetle larvae borings, 
collapsed 
against the onsloughts 
of 
the 
shrieking wind and crashed into 
the underbrush. Then I noticed 
the foamy waters clutching at my 
roots. Mud swept away and left 
them bare. My own weight made 
me lean outward. More and more 
earth broke off from the bank, 
ever weakening my foothold. I 
strained against the wind 
and 
blasts of rain. Then a sudden gale 
of 
wind 
struck 
my 
topmost 
branches and I felt myself fall­ 
ing. One by one my roots snapped 
off; my l'imbs brushed against 
neighbors. A huge chunk of the 
bank gave way and I sank into 
the storm-tossed river with a soft 
splash and shower of spray. 
For a moment I floated un­ 
hindered, tossed over and over by 
the mad waves. Then I collided 
w ith another log. Off came three 
of my largest branches. Crash! I 
was hurled against a projecting 
rock. More of my branches were 
torn asunder. Smash! More logs 
dashed headlong against me. All 
my larger roots were gone now. 
O ver a cascade I bounced. Gone 
were the rest of my branches. 
Even my bark was beginning to 
be stripped away. 
Down out of the mountains I 
floated, down into a lowland. The 
storm had abated. Nor was my 
transport as rough now. The river 
was flowing more smoothly. Soon 
it emptied into a shallow basin. 
I caught on a sand-bank and be­ 
came mired. Hundreds of other 
trees, reduced to mere logs by the 
rough portage, were mired all 
around me, like a log-jam. 
The 
waters of the river receded and 
left us high and dry. 
I became interested in my sur­ 
roundings. 
How different from 
the high forested lands to t h e 
southwest in which I had grown 
up to reach the ripe old age of 
350 years! Along the banks of 
this river bed grew thick masses 
of tall ferns and cycad-like plants. 
In the pools of water lurked fero­ 
cious phytosaurs, twenty-five foot 
crocodiles. In the waters and mud 
lived sluggish lung-fish. 
Along 
the banks, ever on guard against 
the phytosaurs, sprawled ten-foot 
three-eyed stegocephalians, harm ­ 
less and helpless. Here and there 
wallowed a giant tusked hippo­ 
like anomodont. 
On the higher, 
drier ground was an occasional 
bipedal dinosaur, but two feet 
long. Rarely I saw a queerly arm ­ 
ored lizard with tall spines the 
length of his back. 
A few days later there was 
another violent storm. The river 
rose 
again. 
I saw phytosaurs 
crushed under logs, stegocephal­ 
ians 
trapped 
under crumbling 
banks, lungfish killed by falling 
rocks. Then the mud and debris 
o f the river swept over me and 
left me buried. Storm after storm 
followed, and more and more silt 
was left on top. Buried thus, with 
no oxygen or bacteria penetrat­ 
ing the top-soil, and with no pres­ 
sure or heat to distort or crush 
me into coal, I lay quiet. Thou­ 
sands of years passed. More logs 
were washed down and buried 
on top of me. Some floated from 
distances many miles away; oth­ 
ers, but a few. Then came a pe­ 
riod of quiescence. 
Far to the south, nearly a hun­ 
dred miles distant, violent diast- 
rophisms were occurring. I felt 
the earth rock and quiver. Huge 
cracks opened up and lava pour­ 
ed out upon the surface. 
Vol­ 
canoes blew up, scattering cin­ 
ders and lava for miles around. 
Ash filled the skies, and drifted

ON FLOOR OF ASSEMBLY TODAY 


After First Two Measures Fail, 
Third Bill Introduced This Session 
Should Get Through Legislature 


At long last it looks as if Palm Springs may 
have a chance cf getting a tramway after all! 
After two previous bills failed somewhere along the 
line, the third Mt. San Jacinto tramway bill to be 
introduced during the current session of the state 
legislature passed the senate last Friday without 
opposition and got past the tough “assembly com­ 
mittee on governmental efficiency and economy” 
Wednesday of this week. The new bill was on the 
floor of the assembly this morning, Friday, June 
13, and supporters are confident the measure 
should pass sometime today. Thus, the old adage, 
the third tim e’s the charm, may once again prove 
to be true. 
SENATOR PHILLIPS TELEGRAPHS 
THE GOOD NEWS 
In a telegram sent from Sacramento at 10:21 
this morning Senator John Phillips informed this 
newspaper of the new tram way bill’s successful 
progress. The senator’s telegram read as follows:

GOVERNOR W ILL PROBABLY SIGN 


If the new tramway bill passes the assembly 
today, and it looks as if it will, the chances of Gov­ 
ernor Olson signing the bill are very good, accord­ 
ing to supporters of the measure. 
One advocate 
of the bill who is definitely “ in the know” told this 
reporter Monday the governor had hinted to him 
the new bill meets with his approval and said the 
executive intimated he would sign it if the meas­ 
ure was passed by the legislature. 


Introduced by Phillips 
This new bill, Senate Bill No. 
1051, introduced by State Senator 
John Phillips of Banning, is the 
third bill introduced during this 
session of the legislature calling 
for the financing of construction 
by the state through sale of rev­ 
enue bonds of a tramway up the 
slopes of Mt. San Jacinto from 
Palm Springs to Round Valley. 
The first two failed final passage 
somewhere along the line. 
The 
first to die, Senate Bill No. 1052, 
was vetoed by Governor Olson 
on May 10, after having passed 
the senate and assembly 
by 
a 
substantial majority. Next came 
Assembly Bill 2656, introduced by 
Assemblyman F. Ray Bennett of 
Los Angeles at the request of the 
Governor, which was tabled on 
Thursday of last week by the as­ 
sembly 
committee on 
govern­ 
mental efficiency and economy. 
The action of the assembly com­ 
mittee spelled the death of the 
measure. 
Should Become Statute 
Now comes along John Phillips' 
new measure, Senate Bill 1051, 
which apparently has a very good 
chance of final passage, according 
to those “in the know.” It has 
the support of the most severe 
critics of the original tramway 
bill, the Riverside county board 
of supervisors, who on Tuesday 
of this week urged the state leg-

Important Matters 


An important meeting of the 
Palm Springs city council will 
be held at 7:30 next Wednesday 
night, June 18, in the city court 
room at 480 North Palm Canyon 
Drive. 
A number of interesting m at­ 
ters are scheduled to be brought 
before this session, first of which 
in the m atter of importance is a 
hearing on three proposed chang­ 
es in the zoning ordinance. The 
public will be afforded an oppor­ 
tunity to air views relative to the 
suggested changes. 
The proposed new garbage or­ 
dinance, introduced June 4, will 
be read at the council meeting 
next week. After reading, the oi-

Under this new ordin­ 
ance, which would repeal the old 
one, rates would be based on the 
quantity of garbage hauled away, 
frequency of pick-up and the dis­ 
tance of the haul, not on the num­ 
ber of bedrooms as is the case un­ 
der the present ordinance.

The m atter of the establishment 
of a clinic and first aid station 
here will also be considered by 
the council.

HUGE IRON 


SMELTERS ON 


DESERT LIKELY 


Vast iron mining and smelt­ 
ing operations may be started 
in the near future in the desert 
area of Riverside county, ac­ 
cording to two announcement* 
made last week. 


One of these announcements 
was contained in a Saturday Eve­ 
ning Post story of the life of 
Henry Kaiser, famous California 
engineer, 
whose 
construction 
companies have been engaged in 
building Boulder Dam, the San 
Francisco Bay bridges and other 
large construction projects. 
The Post article reveals that 
Mr. Kaiser is considering the con­ 
struction of a huge electric smel­ 
ter at a secret site in the Mojave 
or Colorado deserts where an un­ 
limited supply of power would be 
available from Boulder Dam. Be­ 
cause increasing shipping diffi­ 
culties are almost 
certain 
to 
bring about a shortage of steel 
on the Pacific coast, Mr. Kaiser 
plans to bring Utah iron ore by 
train to the smelters and ship the 
finished steel to construction cen­ 
ters on the Pacific coast. 
It has been rumored for some 
time that the Southern Pacific 
was planning to develop the Iron 
mountain area which 
assayers 
have declared is the richest iron 
ore deposit on the North Amer­ 
ican continent. Railroad survey­ 
ors and mining engineers estimate 
there are some 35.000,000 tons of 
the high grade ore contained in 
a surface deposit nearly three 
miles long belonging to the S. P. 
The worth of the deposit has 
been known for more than 50 
years, but the terrific expense of 
transporting the ore to the near­ 
est large smelters at Salt L a k e 
city and the adequate supply of 
Eastern steel has prevented its 
development. 
According to the rumor the S. 
P. is considering the construction 
of branch trackage from its main 
line through the San Gorgonio 
Pass to the site of the old Iron 
Chief mine located in the center 
of the iron deposit. 
The Iron 
Chief, now abandoned, was 
a 
large almost pure vein of gold. It 
was discovered about 60 years ago 
and worked unti it ran out and 
was abandoned about 1910. The 
property is owned by the South­ 
ern Pacific.

AMERICA’S IMMORTALS 


It may seem passing strange to pay tribute to 
Lou Gehrig, baseball’s great “iron man,” who died 
a week ago, and to Chief Justice Charles Evans 
Hughes of the U. S. Supreme Court, who is about 
to retire to private life after a long and brilliant 
career of public service, in the same editorial. But 
actually it isn’t so strange, for each man, in his 
own way, earned a place in America s Hall of F ame. 
Each man contributed something to our America— 
and who is to say which of these men, with such 
diverse talents, out-ranks the other in the esteem 
of his fellow Americans? 
To statesmen and scholars, Chief Justice 
Hughes, who has written some of the most signifi­ 
cant legal decisions in the history of American jur­ 
isprudence, represents one of the great minds of 
our era. A child prodigy, \yho read Shakespeare at 
eight and prepared for college at 11, he retires trom 
the Supreme Court at 79 after having twice been 
a member of that high tribunal and after a lifetime 
crowded with service as Governor of New York, 
Secretary of State and presidential candidate. 
But to baseball fans, many of whom know lit­ 
tle of Chief Justice Hughes’ accomplishments, Lou 
Gehrig, former first baseman of the New York 
Yankees, was and always will be the miracle man 
of the diamond. From June 1, 1925, until April 30, 
1939, Gehrig never missed a ball game with the 
Yankees—and ran up the astounding record of 
playing in 2130 consecutive games. 
An amazing 
constitution and sheer grit — fine sportsmanship 
and the hero worship of millions of kids — made 
Lou Gehrig one of baseball’s immortals. And when 
he died last week at 38 of dread infantile paralysis, 
ball fans and ball players alike knew that the game 
had lost one of its greats. 
We pass not on which of these two greats was 
greatest. Each was a credit to his own game; each 
gave a stellar performance in his own position. 
Each was a stalwart American!

(Continued from First Page) 
for military duty and other dis­ 
aster emergency service within 
the bounds of the state. 
The 
guard can be called out by the 
governor to serve in time of such 
emergencies as invasion, flood, 
earthquake, fire, riots, etc. 
Arms and ammunition are fur­ 
nished by the state, but each man 
is required to purchase his own 
uniform at a cost of about $5.50. 
Any member of the state guard 
can resign by giving 30 days no­ 
tice. 
Commander Knupp is confident 
a platoon can be formed here, and 
is hoping Palm Springs will even­ 
tually have a company.

Plane Crash 


Kills Army Officer 


Near Cabazon 


Lt. J. R. Brosheer, 29. Mid- 
dlesboro, Ky., of the Medical 
corps, U. S. Army Reserve, was 
killed at 3:30 Sunday morning 
in the crash of an army train­ 
ing plane on the Morongo In­ 
dian reservation northwest of 
Palm Springs. 


The Indian reservation is locat­ 
ed north of U. S. Highway 99 be­ 
tween Cabazon and Banning. 
The medical officer w as a pas­ 
senger in a plane flown by Sec­ 
ond Lt. Kent R. Granzow on a 
routine flight from Tucson, Ariz , 
to Hancock Field, Santa Maria, 
Calif., by way of March Field. 
Though knocked out by 
the 
shock of the crash, Lieutenant 
Granzow, after 
regaining con­ 
sciousness, made his w ay down 
the steep mountain 
from 
the 
scene of the crash to the Indian 
village on the reservation where 
he reported the accident to Su­ 
perintendent Nay, who 
flashed 
the news to March Field and the 
Banning police department. 
Lieut. Granzow stated he was 
lost in heavy fog. The plane miss­ 
ed clearing the high ridge of the 
mountain by only 25 feet. 
Be­ 
cause of his broken ankle, it took 
him five hours to hike three miles 
down the steep mountainside and 
canyon through rugged country 
and high brush to the nearest In­ 
dian dwelling. 
Dr. John Austin of Banning ac­ 
companied the rescue party to the 
scene of the crash. The plane had 
caught fire but only the front of 
the motor burned. 
The Banning police departm ent 
radio car was driven to the base 
of the mountain and remained on 
duty relaying messages to March 
Field via the local police radio 
station. 
A 
rescue crew immediately 
went to the scene of the accident, 
but found Lieutenant 
Brosheer 
dead 
upon arrival. Lieutenant 
Granzow was taken by ambu­ 
lance to the March Field hospital. 
The B-9 training plane left Tuc­ 
son at midnight Saturday night 
and was last reported over Blythe 
at 2:16 a. m. The plane had been 
reported overdue at March Field 
at 4:45 a. m. 
Both officers in the plane had 
been stationed at Hancock Field 
and are reserve officers on active 
duty. 
Lieutenant Brosheer had 
just been transferred to Taft, for 
medical duty. H e was th e son of 
Dr. C. K. Brosheer of Middles- 
boro, Ky. Lieutenant Granzow is 
with the Air Corps training de­ 
tachment at Santa Maria. He is a 
native of Hubbard, la., and his 
mother, 
Mrs. Vera Campbell, 
lives at Gifford, la. 
Lieutenant Brosheer’s body was 
removed to the E. H. Preston 
Funeral 
Home 
at 
Riverside, 
where services will be announc­ 
ed.

(Continued from First Page) 
in from the great distance to set­ 
tle above me More of the pumice 
was washed down from the vol­ 
canic area and eventually added 
to the burden above. Soon well 
over a hundred feet of this ash 
now covered us. There was an­ 
other long period of inactivity, 
followed by more stream deposi­ 
tion. More silt was added on top 
of the slowly decomposing ash. 


As the volcanic ash decompos­ 
ed, it changed into a mineral call­ 
ed bentonite. Bentonite is rich in 
silicon, and this, made soluble by 
certain acids in the clays, com­ 
bined with oxygen to produce 
silica or quartz. Slowly my wood 
tissue began to dissolve away, 
molecule by molecule, and as rap­ 
idly as this transpired, the silica 
took the place of each particle 
of wood. Gradually I was being 
replaced by this mineral which 
is so hard that it is only three 
points softer than diamond. Some 
iron oxides crept into the soluble 
silica that was replacing me and 
stained the quartz a brilliant red, 
yellow, brown, and orange. Thou­ 
sands of years elapsed. More and 
more of my woody tissue vanish­ 
ed. I was rapidly becoming petri­ 
fied. More minute quantities of 
various iron oxides stained 
me 
until now I was rainbow-hued. 
Last of all a 
little 
manganese 
seeped in with the silica and 
spread out in the quartz, like ink 
on a biotter, forming black pic­ 
ture-like stains all around my 
outer 
edges. 
Such 
manganese 
stains are called moss agate. 


After I was completely petri­ 
fied, more silt was added above 
until a thickness of nearly a thou­ 
sand feet had been achieved. 
More earth movements shook me 
in my packed bed. Far, far above 
I could hear the waters of a shal­ 
low sea lapping against a shore. 
I could hear mighty 
dinosaurs 
thundering about in the fringing 
morasses. Then there were more 
earth convulsions. The sea van­ 
ished, leaving its peculiar depos­ 
its as evidence of its presence. 
The mighty footfalls of the dino­ 
saurs were silenced forever. By 
now 
all 
my 
relatives, 
t h e 
Araucarian pine or Monkey Puz­ 
zle tree, no longer grew in North 
America and survived only in the 
Andean area of South America 
and in Australia and some of its 
outlying islands. 
I felt fortun­ 
ate that I had been selected to 
survive here in a petrified state. 
Millions of years more passed, 
years that saw the eroding away 
and adding to the moss of mate­ 
rial piled on top. Mammals and 
birds inhabited the region above. 
By this time I had not one parti­ 
cle of wood left. I was a micros­ 
copically complete quartz replica 
of my former self. Every cell, ev­ 
ery tree-ring was preserved 
in 
rock. In small cavities inside my 
trunk, where the wood had rotted 
away without being replaced and 
where there was room for them 
to grow, quartz crystals of various 
colors formed. Some were purple; 
these are called amethyst. Others 
were black; these 
are 
termed 
smoky quartz. Still others were 
red and brown and even yellow. 
One old log which lay but a few 
feet from me had had his center 
rotted away before he had floated 
down from the highlands. 
This 
hollow log was now filled with 
large amethyst crystals. 
Little 
did he dream what terrible fate 
was ahead. Another log at some 
distance from me had been crush­ 
ed under a terrific overload of 
material. The heavy pressure, to­ 
gether with heat and bacterial 
action had reduced 
that 
once 
proud tree to a poor grade of 
coal, lignite. On the surface of a 
nearer log glittering crystals of 
iron pyrites or fool’s gold had 
encrusted. How I longed for a 
similar adornment then, but was 
later to be thankful I had it not. 
This same log had been unfor­ 
tunate enough to lie buried in a 
deposit rich with manganese. As 
a result, instead of the beautiful 
varicolored agate hues that I pos­ 
sessed, he was stained entirely 
black, a log of colorless onyx. The 
log nearest me, which had an 
ugly lightning scar coursing its 
trunk, had been stained mostly 
with red iron oxides and was 
thus jasperized. Although I en­ 
vied his flashy color, I was still 
proud to be agate.

The Desert Sun, 
Palm Springs, Calif. 
So much has been w ritten up 
in the magazines in regard to 
W illiamsburg and the w ork of 
restoration which has been done 
there, through the generosity of 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr.. that it 
hardly seem s necessary for me 
to go into detail other than w hat 
would be a personal glimpse into 
three or four of the buildings. 
We arrived there about 9:30 in 
the morning and the first building 
w e stepped into was one called 
the "W alter Raleigh Tavern.” 
A 
very charm ing 
young Southern 
woman dressed in the Colonial 
dress m et us and conducted us 
through the various rooms. 
All 
of the furniture in these build­ 
ings is authentic, and only the 
chandeliers are patterned from 
those of early days. 
It was not difficult to picture in 
one’s mind the w hitew igged gen 
tlem en courtsying and the beau 
tifully gowned ladies of that per­ 
iod in our national history, and 
wishing for the m om ent that time 
could roll 
back 
for 
a fleeting 
glimpse, yet who would w ish to 
sit so upright in a coach draw n 
by four horses w hen we could 
step in our car and drive a hun­ 
dred or m ore miles before break­ 
fast. 
The capitol building and the 
governor's palace w ere next in 
order, and after a real southern 
luncheon of fried chicken and hot 
pone, we visited the old church. 
Dr. M acartney loves to stand in 
pulpits, and the old caretaker, 
who looked as if he might have 
been born in slavery days, opened 
the door which 
led 
up to the 
preaching pulpit 
and 
gave the 
visiting m inister the coveted op­ 
portunity of reading a psalm from 
the desk, from w hich no doubt 
our ancestors were w ont to hear 
the word of God proclaimed. 
By this tim e the town w as so 
crowded w ith visitors, that no a t­ 
tem pt 
was 
made 
to 
take us 
through buildings by groups, but 
let us w ander at will, and guides 
stationed 
them selves 
at 
points 
ready to answ er questions. 
This 
w as not so satisfactory, but we 
managed very nicely. 
All of the 
shops have been rem odeled to 
conform w ith the restored build­ 
ings. and over five hundred m od­ 
ern buildings have been destroy­ 
ed in that 
section 
in order to 
keep it as much as it was in those 
days. 
Visit W ashington, D. C. 
W e drove on to Richmond and 
spent the night. T here were sol­ 
diers everywhere, as Camp Lee is 
about tw enty miles distant. Many 
of the shops were open in the 
evening and Dr. M acartney took 
a w alk down around the capitol, 
w here Patrick H enry in his mem-

words, “Give me liberty or give 
me death.” We regretted not be­ 
ing able to rem ain a few days in 
Richmond, but tim e did not p er­ 
mit, and as traffic was so congest­ 
ed Saturday night 
we w ere up 
and off Sunday morning enroute 
to Washington. D. C., w here we 
arrived at 8:30, in time for b reak ­ 
fast. The beautiful rolling hills of 
Virginia, the old plantations th at 
w ere bounded by hedges of hon­ 
eysuckle made our trip through 
this section 
a lasting 
memory. 
The air w as heavy with the p e r­ 
fume, rem inding us of the orange 
blossoms at home. 
We attended 
services at the 
“Church 
of

I sat in the m inis­ 
ter's pew with Mrs. M acartney 
and met a num ber of their p a r­ 
ishioners, two or three telling me

it was tim e for them to see just 
w hat they had been missing all 
these years. 
We took 
a w alk 
about 
the 
grounds of the 
W hite 
House, 
peering as visitors do, 
through

fence, 
hoping to see 
some life, which happened to be 
at that tim e the birds and sq u ir­ 
rels. 
I suggested, if I had such a 
beautiful spot, lovely grass, old 
trees, and singing birds, in w hich 
to dwell, I thought I should not 
trade it for flying machines or 
for the lecture platform. 
A rrive in Beaver Falls 
Since our schedule called for 
our presence in B eaver Falls in 
tim e for dinner 
Monday night, 
we drove on to one of the old 
towns in Pennsylvania, M ercers- 
burg, w here we rem ained over 
night. Rain was falling and d riv ­ 
ing was not pleasant, 
w ith th e 
lights coming on, but it w as a 
fine night for sleep. 
We w ere in 
the heart of the m ountains for an 
early m orning drive over to B ed­ 
ford, and two miles out came on 
the new super highw ay of P en n ­ 
sylvania. 
There are only certain 
places w here it is possible to e n ­ 
ter the highway, which is four 
lane with a ten-foot parked cen­ 
ter between. 
It 
extends 
from 
H arrisburgh to Pittsburgh, and 
has six or seven tilnnels through 
the mountains, the tunnels being 
but two lanes. It is a speedway 
and alm ost

west. 
It is the 
greatest single highway project 
attem pted in the U nited States. 
Is is the $70,000,000 Pennsylva­ 
nia’s turnpike, A m erica’s pioneer 
tunnel super 
highway 
built of 
concrete. 
Now there is talk of 
extending it to Philadelphia. 
I 
doubt not th at in years to come 
we will, or rather our descendants 
will, see ju st 
such 
a highw ay 
from coast to coast. 
We were welcomed in P itts­ 
burgh and then on to Rochester 
to greet m em bers of our fam ily, 
and that had to be brief and a 
hasty 
change 
from 
traveling 
clothes and we w ere ready for 
the banquet, a part of the Col­ 
lege Comm encement at Geneva 
College, B eaver Falls. 
G raduation 
Dr. M acartney’s class of 1891 
was represented by five persons, 
four men and one woman, w ho 
w ere there w ith their wives and 
the husband, Dr. M cClaren.

The m ajority of Americans ap ­ 
prove the

How fortunate this country is 
that Congress decided more than 
a dozen years ago to take up the 
slack in unem ploym ent w hen the 
depression began, by developing 
flood control, conservation, and 
hydro-electric projects. An ab u n ­ 
dance of cheap power from B oul­ 
der Dam m akes possible 
t h e 
great airplane factories and other 
defense industries in the Los A n­ 
geles area. Now we wish some of 
these projects had been started 
sooner, because it requires years 
to com plete them . Although con­ 
struction on Boulder Dam was 
started in 1931, only six turbines 
and generators there are in opera­ 
tion, and it w ill lake several more 
years to complete the nine other 
largo turbines and generators and 
two sm all ones now being install­ 
ed at the Boulder Dam p o w e r 
houses, wl ile the w ater that w ill 
be used to operate these ad d i­ 
tional 11 turbines is running to 
waste. 
Now the governm ent is hasten­ 
ing construction of other power 
houses at P arker Dam and Im pe­ 
rial Dam, along the Colorado riv ­ 
er, and is planning power houses 
to be built on the All A m erican 
Canal and at a proposed new dam 
to be know n as Bullshead dam on 
the Colorado river a few miles 
above Needles, to provide badly 
needed electric power. 
We hope to see the day w hen 
there will be dams and power 
houses along the full length of 
the Colorado river, w hich can be 
instrum ental in converting t h e 
arid W est into the finest garden 
spot and industrial area in the 
country. 
We w ere at Boulder Dam and 
Parker Dam Saturday and S u n ­ 
day. A nyone who has seen the 
surplus w ater rushing out of the 
diversion tunnels at Boulder and 
through the gates at Parker will 
agree that it is a sham e all of this 
w ater cannot be utilized right 
now. However, it is a spectacle 
worth traveling hundreds of miles 
to see. 
It is w orth th e trip to see b eau ­ 
tiful Lake Mead and I hope to see 
the day w hen I can lake the boat 
ride from Boulder Dam through 
the m arvelous gorges of B l a c k 
Canyon and Boulder Canyon, into 
the beautiful Virgin R iver basin, 
and as far up G rand Canyon as 
the boat can go until it arrives at 
the end of the still w ater of the 
lake and reaches the rapids in the 
river. 
It is w orth th e trip just to see 
beautiful Boulder City, a city of 
trees, green lawns, lovely homes, 
and lots of children. Just 10 years 
ago it w as barren land. 


SpeaKing of cheap electric pow ­ 
er and the industrial possibilities

this 
vicinity, 
just 
eighty 
miles from here in the Iron m oun­ 
tains 
north of Desert 
C enter, 
an area traversed by the aqueduct

said park, including the devel­ 
opment, operation and m ainte­ 
nance of ski grounds and all 
facilities necessary or conven­ 
ient for w inter sports; provid­ 
ing for the issuance and sale 
of revenue bonds and providing 
for the use of the proceeds 
thereof for the purposes of this 
act; 
appropriating 
such 
pro­ 
ceeds and all revenues received 
from the operation of the proj­ 
ects to the uses and purposes 
set forth herein. 
COMPROMISE MEASURE 
The new bill is definitely a 
compromise measure. It is de­ 
signed to please the Governor, 
the Riverside county board of su­ 
pervisors and the city of P a l m 
Springs by giving each a voice 
in the Palm Springs W inter Park 
A uthority. The five-m an author­ 
ity w ould be composed as fol­ 
lows: Two of th e G overnor’s state 
appointees, 
tw o 
m em bers 
ap ­ 
pointed by the city council of 
Palm Springs and one appointed 
by the board of supervisors. The 
original bill, vetoed M ay 10 by 
the Governor, provided that all 
m em bers of the authority be ap­ 
pointed by the Palm Springs city 
council, 
and 
was 
vigorously 
fought by the county supervisors. 
R iverside 
county 
supervisors 
Monday studied the tex t of P hil­ 
lips’ revised San Jacinto m oun­ 
tain tram w ay bill as one of their 
colleagues was absent in order 
to appear personally in Sacra­ 
mento concerning the m easure. 
Supervisor in Sacram ento 
Supervisor E. C. T albot of P er­ 
ris, whose fifth district contains 
Mt. San Jacinto state park which 
would be linked to Palm Springs 
via the tram w ay, was a t Sacra­ 
mento. O riginally he had intend­ 
ed not to travel north until eve­ 
ning, but he left early because of 
the nearing deadline for the leg­ 
islative session. 
The Phillips’ m easure, which 
replaces his original bill which 
was vetoed by G overnor Olson, 
restricts the pow ers of the Palm 
Springs W inter P ark authority to 
a prescribed district, 
including 
the state park. 
The state director of natural re­ 
sources and the chairm an of the 
state park commission, along w ith 
two m en appointed by the Palm 
Springs city council and a third 
by the county board of super­ 
visors would be m em bers of the 
five-man authority, in control of 
the tram w ay construction and op­ 
eration. 
The board of supervisors urged 
the state legislature to pass Sen­ 
ator Phillips’ am ended bill. 
Telegrams w ere sent to P h il­ 
lips and Assem blyman Nelson S. 
Dilworth, urging the bill’s pas­ 
sage, after the supervisors had 
voted its approval of the am end­ 
ed enactment. 
Supervisors A pprove 
Monday, it w as learned, C hair­ 
man Ralph W. Stanfield telephon­ 
ed Supervisor E. C. Talbot, who 
had gone to Sacram ento to per­ 
sonally determ ine the status of 
the legislation for the tram w ay. 
In the telephonic conversation, 
Talbot advised Stanfield that the 
amended bill appeared to correct 
all of the objections pointed out 
in the original m easure, which 
was vetoed by the Governor. 
The m easure would authorize 
the issuance of revenue bonds to 
finance the construction of t h e 
tram way, linking Palm Springs to 
Mt. San Jacinto state park, and 
calls for a w inter park authority 
of five m em bers to oversee its 
construction and operation.
